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EDITOR’S VIEWS AND COMMENTS 


Many things have happened between the publication of the 
second annual listing last year, and the publication of this third 
annual listing. The most important event of the past year for col- 
lectors of medals and tokens was the formation ot “The Society of 
Token, Medal & Obsolete Paper Money Collectors’, for which the 
organizational meeting was held this past November 19, in con- 
nection with the Michigan State Numismatic Society Convention 
held in Detroit. 


I would urge any serious collectors of medals and tokens who 
have not yet joined this organization to do so immediately. Although 
this Society is not yet one year old, it is making definite strides 
forward. A quarterly bulletin has already been initiated, regular 
columns are appering in the two major numismatic newspapers, 
both under the able editorship of George Fuld, and a medal is being 
issued in connection with the first annual convention, being held 
in conjunction with the 1961 American Numismatic Association 
Convention to be held in Atlanta, Georgia. Several scholarly articles 
or series are already appearing in the bulletin; among them is a 
listing of “Emblossed or Shell Store Cards’, a listing of Alaska 
Tokens, a listing of Michigan Trade Tokens, among others. 


Any collectors interested in joining need only send an initiation 
fee of $1.00 and the current years dues of $2.00 (total $3.00), to the 
Secretary-Treasurer; Mrs. Lucille A. Kelly, 3410 Ford, McKees- 
port, Pa. 

The 1959 listing was very well received, so the print order on 
this 1960 listing is being increased to 500 copies. As this edition 


goes to press only about 25 copies remain of the 1959 edition. Only 
500 copies were printed of the first and second editions. 


During the past year many suggestions were received for im- 
proving the presentation of these annual listings, and you will note 
that several of them have been incorporated in this edition. It 
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RULES FOLLOWED IN CONSIDERING MATERIAL 
FOR LISTING 


. Must be issued in commemoration of an event of local, state, or 


national importance. 


. No pieces issued in commemoration of the anniversary of a 


private firm are listed, unless they also commemorate an event 
of local, state or national importance. 


. Pieces issued by any numismatic clubs, associations, or societies, 


in commemoration of anniversaries, conventions, or any event. 


. Conventon badges which have medallions attached as pendants 


are not included unless they fit in with a series of medals com- 
memorating the same event. Then only the actual medallion 
itself is listed. 


. Pieges commemorating formal dedications, grand openings, etc., 


of public buildings, memorials, ete. 


. The anniversary, convention, and other medals issued by organ- 


izations such as the Masons will be listed. 


. Any piece which is listed must bear the date of the current year, 


or if not the actual date, there must be some reference to the 
date. 


. Pieces which are listed must be made by compressing a material 


between two dies, thus the piece has an irregular surface, rather 
than a printed one like wooden-nickles. In most cases this ma- 
terial will be a metal, although in some cases a plastic or fiber 
Se aie is used, and perhaps in some cases other materials are 
used. 


. Looped pieces are not eigible for listing, unless they are also 


available un-looped; while holed pieces will be listed even if they 
are not available un-holed. 


Plated varieties of listed pieces are not listed, unless the plated 
pieces were issued by the original issuer, rather than an enter- 
prising individual as is often the case. 


Any pieces which are listed must qualify under some of the 
provisions set forth above, although it is not necessary that all 
of the conditions are met. 


INTRODUCTION 


In order to explain the numbering system used in this listing, 
the following number is used as an example:

PART 1. This number, the last two digits in the current calendar 
year, indicates the year in which the piece was issued, 
this case of course indicating the year 1960. 


PART 2. This letter indicates rather the piece is a medal or token; 
M, for medal and, T, for token. I have classified the pieces 
under the medal heading if they have no indication of 
value, or were not used as money during the celebration 
of the event commemorated. It is classified as a token if 
it does have an indication of value, or was used as money 
during the celebration of the event commemorated. 


PART 3. This number indicates the state or province in which the 
piece was issued, as follows:

PART 4. This number indicates the individual number of the piece. 
Each piece of a different design is given a new number, 
even if the issuer is the same; also, even when the de- 
sign is the same, only it is struck on a different size plan- 
chet, a new number is given. A small letter following this 
number indicates that a piece of the same design, size, 
and issuer was struck in more than one metal; the letters 
are also used to indicate pieces with or without and with 
different sizes of keychain holes, loops, etc. If there is a 
minor variation in the placement of inscriptions, or a var- 
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iation in the spelling of words, a letter is also assigned 
rather than a new number. 

So, the number used in the example above indicates a medal 
issued in Alaska during 1960. It is the piece which was issued in 
commemmoration of the Alaska Festival of Music, and distributed 
by the Alaska Coin Club, and struck in oxidized bronze without the 
loop present on variety i”, 

Below the OBVERSE and REVERSE descriptions are listed all 
of the details about the medal: 


EDGE: The type of edge is indicated here; plain, lettered, num- 
bered, reeded, etc. (When it is indicated here that the piece 
is scalloped, the outside perimeter is made up of a series of 
semicircular curves.) 

METAL: The metal or finish in which the piece was struck. 

DMR: The diameter of the piece in mm’s.

DSR: The designers name is listed here. When there is a diag- 
onal between two names, the first designed the obverse and 
the second the reverse. When there is an “&” between the 
two names, the two worked together, and neither did one side 
in its entirety. 


ISR: This is the name and address of the firm or organization 
which released the pieces to the public and collectors; or in 
some cases where the organization which undertook the is- 
sue had someone else distribute it, the name of the first or- 
ganization is listed. 


PL: The plate number on which the piece is illustrated. When 
this number is followed by, (enl), the piece as illustrated on 
the plate is twice actual size, unless otherwise indicated.

COMMON TOKEN REVERSE STYLES 


Rather than provide illustrations for the reverses of all of the 
common tokens, it was decided to just provide typical illustrations 
of the different styles. So, they are being illustrated here in a com- 
pact reference section, for your convenience. The reason for not il- 
lustrating all of the reverses for each of the common styles, is to 
avoid the photographing of the reverses of each token, which is 
quite a cost. 

On tokens which have common reverse styles, most of those 
which consist of lettering only, you will find the notation; “This 
piece has reverse style #1. (or some other style number)”, which 
will appear immediately before the reverse legends are described in 
detail. 

Following are the descriptions of the legends on these typical 
reverse styles, with only the parts in bold type being used to deter- 
mine one style from the other. In most cases the remainder of the 
lettering will change somewhat from piece to piece. Also, in the 
descriptions used here, a dot may refer to either an actual dot, a 
ring, or a star; while this is not the case in the regular listings.

A very interesting and beautifully executed series of medals 
have been issued continuously since 1954, in commemoration of the 
annual C.N.A. Conventions. A complete collection of these pieces 
would number 15 specimens, however three of the pieces are uncol- 
lectable. Most of the medals in the series, those from 1956 thru 
1959 were struck by the outstanding firm of Henry Birks & Sons 
Ltd, a firm with headquarters in several cities across Canada. 

Every convention of the C.N.A. has been commemorated by an 
appropriate medal. Strictly speaking, these are not actually C.N.A. 
medals, as the entire project is handled by the host club, and it is 
not necessary that they issue a medal, however all of them have 
deemed it appropriate to provide one as a lasting memento of the 
occasion.

is planned to include many of the other suggestions in next year’s 
edition, in fact next year’s edition may end up being virtually un- 
identifiable when compared with this edition. 

You will notice that there are two supplements this year, the 
expected 1959 Supplement, and the unexpected Second 1958 Supple- 
ment. It seems that newly discovered issues keep trickling in one 
by one. By utilizing the new form of presentation which is planned 
for the 1961 edition, the presentation of supplements and their in- 
sertion in the proper editions will be very simple. 

On page four is a listing of some general rules to follow in con- 
sidering material for listing. It must be remembered that these 
are not stringent rules, rather they must be expanded and/or con-

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NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 
CONVENTION MEDALS 1949 - 1960 


The first year in which any form of a medal was issued in com- 
memoration of an annual convention of the N.E.N.A. was 1949. In 
that year a rather crude, and very unusual piece was issued. No 
more pieces were issued until the 1952 convention, and they have 
been issued every year since. 

All of the pieces from 1952 on are the product of one company, 
The Robbins Co., Attleboro, Mass. There are several interesting and 
different pieces in the series, and all are wonderful examples of me- 
dallic art. 

The entire series of medals comprises of 22 pieces, excluding 
the date varieties of the 1949 issue, and all but one piece is collect- 
able. The one uncollectable piece is a trial piece for the 1952 issue, 
and hence the fact that it is not in a collection does not make it in- 
complete. 

In some cases the figures on the number of copies struck will 
not coincide with previously published figures, and those obtain- 
able elsewhere. However, my figures were supplied by Robbins Co., 
thru their Records Department. In most cases, when their figures 
do not coincide with other published figures, theirs are just a few 
copies lower. 

The issue prices have not been listed for any of the pieces in 
view of the fact that most of the pieces are no longer available at 
prices which even come close to approximating those original prices. 
Also, no records of the original prices are still available for many 
of the early medals. In any event, so few collectors collect this ser- 
ies, and the medals come on the market so seldom, that no valua- 
tions can be fixed on the pieces.

During 1960 a very interesting piece was distributed by the 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co., to those attending its Public Affairs Con- 
ference. There were 5,000 copies of the piece struck, all in a gilt 
finish. The striking was handled by Wendell-Northwestern. Dis- 
tribution was handled by Miss Marge Hird, c/o Ohio Bell Telephone 
Co., 750 Huron Road, Cleveland, Ohio. 

These pieces are all holed at the top, so that a key chain can be 
attached. Two different types of chains were used, one was the 
usual bead type, and the other was a more expensive snake type. 

In the center of the obverse is an eagle; in his claws the eagle 
is clutching a ribbon, with the legend, MY RIGHT MY RESPON- 
SIBILITY. Around the edge at the top, the legend, ETERNAL VIG-
